able to keep up with the proces- 
sion on six dollars a week. 


There will never come a time in 


his experience, when 'he will need to 
hold himself to strict honesty 
so 


closely, as the first year or two of 
his business career. If he can't be 
honest on six dollars a week, he will 
find it' very difficult ,-to. be honest on 
any- income that, he will ever receive, 
and unless he cultivates the econ- 
omy to live honestly within the means 
of the small income, the chances are 
very much against .him so far as busi- 
ness success is concerned. 


It isn't a lack of earning capacity 


that produces poverty, and it is'nt a 
lack of ability to buy the 
neces- 


saries and many of the comforts of 
life that keeps-people poor, but it is 
a lack of effort, tb' economize and a 
disposition to save. Many men and 
women on salaries, and many mechan- 
ics., working for good -wages, never 
know what it is to have a dollar at 
the end of the week, and many , of 
th£m never' know what it is. to be 
out of debt. This policy pursued for 
a ;term of years—and it is very in- 
dustriously pursued by a very large 
class—rproduces not only f poverty, 
biit all sorts .of "discontent and dis- 
sipation. It is the 
foundation 
of 


strikes and labor agitation, and final; 
ly becomes the enemy. of' capital, 
and .a menace to the welfare of the 
country. 
The malcontent 
in 
the 


ranks of labor is not the man who buys 
a! home, and accumulated a little pro- 
perty;- He has nothing to complain 
of, and only asks for an opportunity 
to work. He 
'found 
it. 
possible, 


when he; was a boy to be honest on 
six dollars a week, and he has. been 
honest ever since, not only with the 
world hut with • himself. 


•The Kansas judge should be dis- 


barred. 
His doctrine is dangerous, 


and his standard of honesty too low 
a'sort. . It requires manhood to be 
honest at ?.ny price per week, and the 
young man who doesn't possess, and 
practice' it on six dollars, will, be des- 
titue ai any rate of compensation. 


Most of the large- cities of the coun-

OUTCOME OF AiTou)' FEUD, 


Battle Took Place In Oklahoma—Victim 


5»y« Her BevolTer Did Not Work and 
Dealrea Another Meeting » Soon as 
She HM ReeoTered. 


Newkirk, Okla., April 5.—Mrs. Ella 


Seiglin and Mrs. Daughson, living near 
this city; fought a duel with revolvers 
at twenty paces yesterday, and Mrsv 
Seiglin is now in a hospital, danger- 
ously 
but 
not 
necessarily 
fatally 


wounded. Two of her opponent's shots 
lodged, in her (breast, but she is able 
to talk volubly and is anxious to re- 
cover in order that she may again 
fight Mrs. Daughson. The duel grew 
out of a long-standing feud between 
the women, jealousy being the original 
cause. Mrs. Daughson lives on a farm 
just south of the city, and Mrs. Seig- 
Hn has frequently traveled that way to 
arouse the temper of her neighbor by 
various means, the most effectual be- 
ing the claim that she (Mrs. Seiglin) 
could take Mrs.' Daughson's husband 
away from his wife any 
time 
she 


wished. • 


Appealed to tho Conrts. 


Mrs; Daughson finally appealed to 


the courts, and yesterday 
forenoon 


Mrs. Seiglin was fined $300 for tres- 
passing upon the Daughson property 
and inciting trouble.. As soon as she 
paid the fine Mrs. Seiglin drove out 
to the Daughson home, smarting un- 
der the loss of money and the criti- 
cism oT the trial judge. Riding up to 
the door of the Daughson home, she 
dared her rival to come out and fight 
a duel. Mrs. Daughson promptly ac- 
cepted the challenge and came out 
armed with a double-action revolver. 
Mrs. Seiglin alighted from her buggy 
and tied her horse. The women then 
faced each other at fifty feet and be- 
gan shooting, the signal being given 
by a daughter of Mrs. Seiglin, who had 
accompanied her from-'..town. 
Each 


fired three shots without effect. -Then 
Mrs. Daughson got the range and 
fired two shots in quick succession, 
both striking Mrs. Seiglin 
in 
the 


breast. 
She fell, and Airs. Daughson 


assisted in carrying her into the house, 
where a physician dressed her wounds, 
after which she was conveyed to the 
hospital. 


Hatband* Likely to FI~lit. 


Now the husbands of the women are 


seeking each other, vowing to kill on 
'sight. The partisans of each woman 
are also burnishing up their weapons 
and seeking an excuse to shoot somey 
body. During the trial yesterday the 
two women attempted several times to 
fly at each other and figM. it out thev. 
and there, and the belligerent spirit 
permeated the entire courtroom. Mrs. 
Seiglin says her revolver refused to 
work after the first three shots and 
that she will make a better record 
when next she faces Mrs.' Daughson-. 
The latter has not yet been arrested, 
and grimly remarks that she has taken 
the precaution to reload her revolver 
and oil its joints, and that she can 
be found at home by anyone looking 
for an argument.
